P. R. for information as to what 
the government had in contemplation 
in branch lines that he had had an 
interview with the company and the 
result was compietely satisfactory. 

Will Get Best Possible Terms, 

The premier's statement indicates 
that the railway legislation will be on 
the best terms than can be secured. 
It also indicates that it ‘has not ‘been 
with the Canadian Northern alone as 
the opposition has contended, but 
that he has also Giscuased extensions 
with the C. P. KR. as well as the 
Grand Trunk Pacific and with very 
satisfactory results,

SNEED 1S RELEASED 
ON BAIL OF $35,000 


A Itundred and Fifty Wealthy Bank- 
ers, Capkalists and Ranchers 
Have Signed the Bond of Snecd— 
Boyces Gave No Sign ef Feeling. 


Fort Worth, Texas, Jan. 24.—John 
BL. Sneed, millionaire banker of Amer- 
illo, and murderer of Captain A. G. 
Boyce, sr,. the rich Pan Handle cat- 
tleman on Jan. 13, is at liberty after 
a hard fought battle for a writ of 
habeaus corpus in Judge Simmons’ 
district court. Sneed was granted 
bail to-day by Judge Simmons in the 
sum of $35,000 after hearing four 
hours’ of argument by attorneys for 
state and defence, 

A hundred and fifty wealthy bank- 


ers, capitalists and ranchmen of 
West Texas signed Sneeds' bond. 
The combined wealth of the signers 
will total nearly a billion dollars, 


Judge Simmons announced that he 
believed Sneed was entitled to bail 
because the prisoner was not capable 
of sound reasoning either at the time 
of the killing or any ‘time after his 
wife eloped from Arlington Heights 
sanitarium with A. G, Boyce, jr. 


The Boyces had been resisting 
every effort of Sneed to obtain bail 
und had hired their own attorneys 
in the case. They gave no sign of 
any feeling, however, a/ter the an- 
nouncement and walked silently 


from the court room. Sneed’s aged 
father and father-in-law, however, 
both in thelr seventies, grasped hands 
and tears rolled Gown their cheeks, 
Sneed himself, beyond smiling, show- 
ed no emotion, He was escorted to 
Sheriff Reas’ office, where the torm- 
alities of signing the bond were ear- 
ried out and he was at liberty. The 
banker will remain in Fort Worth, 
however, from necessity and his trial 
fee murder is scheduled for Monday 
in Judge Swayne’s district court.

CHANGES IN CHARTER 


Hastily Summoned Mecting Last Night 
Decides, on Various Amendments to | 

be Submitted to Legisiature—Com. | j 

missioners’ Salary Raised, / 
« A meeting of the city council—pbas- 
tily summoned by telephone—was held 
in counct! chamber Tuesday night for 
the purpose. of considering amend- 
ments to the charter to be presented 
to tie legislature during its present 
session. 

It was decided to obtain power to 
levy a rate, to be known as the “park 
fund,” net to exceed three-quarters of 
a mill, for the maintenance of parks, 
public squares, ete, 

Power is to be sought to establish a 
city hospital board of not, more than 
six members, two of whom shail be 
members of the council, for the admin- 
istration and control of such hospitals 
as may be determined, This amend- 
ment is necessary to meet the case of 
the Strathcona hospital, at present 
wholly a city property. 

Another proposed amendment pro- 
vides that any debentures authorized 
by referred bylaw of the city of Strath- 
conan, and not issued upon the coming 
inte force of this act, may be issued 
by the city of Edmonton as debenturca 
of the city of Edmonton in all respects 
as if the bylaws authorizing the same 
were bylaws of the city of Ndmonton. 

Other amendments adopted included 
provisions for power to! compel all coal 
sold in the city to be weighed on scales 
provided by the elty, and for the 
charging of fees for same; for power 
to license as a’class by themselves, 
transient traders selling directly tu the 
and not having their prin- 
cipal place cf business or a resident 
agent In the city; to abolish all taxa- 
tion and assessments On business, and 
direct that municipal and school taxes 
shall be levied on land and special 
franchise only; and for additional 
powers in connection with the erection 
for lighting purpcses.
